PLEA TO REDUCE EXPENDITURES 


SHOULD KE CARRIED TO LO- 


UA CITIES, I OM. AGREES 


St. Paul, May 12 -Reduction of pub­ 
lic expenditures in counties, m unici­ 
palities and 
local political subdivi­ 
sions is the vital problem if local 
taxation is to be reduced, m embers of 
the house interim commission on ta x ­ 
ation decided yesterday at a meeting 
at the state capitol. 
In two ways, the house com m ittee 
members agreed, this problem must he 
approached. 
One Is by carrying the 
message to the various localities with 
a plea for reduction 
of expenditures 
and the other to place further re stric­ 
tions upon the 
various 
expenditures 
through legislative action, R epresenta­ 
tive W. I. Nolan, chairman, of M inne­ 
apolis, said. 
Slate taxes represent only 9 per cent 
of the total taxation. Out of this 9 per 
cent, Mr. Nolan said, much goes hack 
to the counties. 
“Our work has resolved itself into 
th ree'divisions,” Mr. Nolan said, “They 
are: 
Reduction of public expenditures. 
Revision of tile present tax laws. 
More judicious adm inistration of 
the tax laws. 
"Tile com m ittee is agreed that ta x a­ 
tion has become an increasing burden” 
Mr. Nolan said; “but the legislature 
can perform only a small 
part 
In 
bringing relief. 
It may place further 
limitations upon the amounts of money 
counties, cities and political subdivi­ 
sions may spend for specific purposes, 
hut the localities themselves m ust rec­ 
ognize the problem and do their own 
curtailing. 
M atter of Education 
“This is a m atter of education. 
The 
greater part of the reduction of the 
taxation burden rests with the locali­ 
ties and it is our duty to point out 
their problems. 
How' far the legisla­ 
ture can go in limiting expenditures 
by these localities is a m atter now’ 
only in the suggestive stage. 
“The com m ittee is agreed that the 
problem is not one of finding new 
sources of taxation but reducing ex­ 
penditures. 
T here m ust he an equal­ 
ization of taxes also.” 
The house committee today appor­ 
tioned am ong its members the various 
phases of the preliminary work and 
adjourned to meet again in the fall, 
jointly 
with 
the 
senate 
com mittee 
when public hearings will be conduct­ 
ed. 
M eanwhile the committee m em ­ 
bers will study various phases of the 
problem and go into the various local­ 
ities with the message of tax reduc­ 
tion coming out of reduced public ex­ 
penditures, Mr. Nolan said. 
Tax to Reach ail Discussed 
Members of the house committee are 
Mr. Nolan; George Wicker, St. P aul; 
Charles T. Murphy, Aurora; Charles 
W arner, Aitkin; and John Levin, St. 
Paul. 
A tax to reach all persons and a 
possible elimination of the personal 
property tax with the substitution of 
a state income tax—possibly 
a 
flat 
rate—was discussed by the com m is­ 
sion. 
Copies of the laws and reports 
on the workings of such taxes in New 
York, M assachusetts 
and 
Wisconsin 
were to be studied. 
The commission today had before it 
recommendations of the Minnesota tax 
conference, an organization of state 
taxing officials, which has submitted 
the following proposals to the state 
com m ission; 
Remedying the 3 mill money and 
credits tax by state legislation if 
federal legislation does not reach 
the end sought for the taxation of 
national banks and 
money 
and 
credits generally. 
Efficiency and economy In state 
government. 
A 
reclassification 
of 
cutover 
lands to encourage private devel­ 
opment. 
A budget plan. 
The income tax plan. 
A system whereby there will be an 
assessment expert at the head of each 
county for the purpose of making as­ 
sessments was discussed. Such a sys­ 
tem is in operation in the larger coun­ 
ties, hut in the sm aller counties town-

White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., May

Nearly OOO burglaries, attempted 
burglaries, holdups, forgeries and oth­ 
er crimes against hanks were investi­ 
gated under the protective activities 
of the American B ankers association 
in the seven months from Sept. I, 
1921, through March 31, 1922. 
These 
facts were brought out here today by 
the report of the protective commit­ 
tee and the protective departm ent of 
the association, presented to the an­ 
nual Hj>ring meeting of the executive 
council. 
There were 314 arrests in the period 
as a result of the departm ent’s work, 
the report said. 
Prior to Sept. I there 
were 256 arrest cases pending dispos­ 
al. 
Of the 570 cases handled in the 
period, 282 convictions were obtained, 
while those released, escaped, died or 
insane amounted to 132, leaving 156 
cases awaiting trial March 31. 
Since Sept. I, the review stated, 
fhere have been reported 145 burg­ 
laries 
arid 
attem pted 
burglaries 
against members of the association 
and 87 against non-members. 
Of the 
attacks on member banks, 99 were 
successful burglaries and 46 unsuc­ 
cessful, while of the attacks on non­ 
m em ber hanks, 56 were successful 
I unsuccessful. 
The losses sus­ 
tained by members from burglaries 
were $70,794.51, and by non-members, 
$31,165.82. 
Since the inauguration of 
the protective features of the Ameri­ 
can Bankers association in 1895, the 
total reported burglaries and attem pt­ 
ed 
burglaries against non-meinbera

As had been very generally suspected, Russia's reply to the 
Allied memorandum at Genoa setting forth the terms upon which 
recognition will be accorded the Soviet government and a big loan 
made for the reconstruction of Russia, is in the main evasive. 
It is worth while to note that these red-handed Bolshevists 
have not been asked to give Russia free or representative govern­ 
ment, arid it is assumed that whether the terms are accepted or 
not the bloody Dictator Lenine is to continue to be the Congress, 
the President and the judicial establishment of Russia, ruling in 
the future as in the past by military decrees. 
There is no hope 
of free elections, no hope of a free press or free public assemblage. 
He pledges no disbandment of his notorious “Black Hundred,” 
which blindly executes his orders to shoot or Imprison.

value is his promise to pay Russia’s pre-war obligations, or to re­ 
store the property of foreigners that he has stolen, if he should 
make such promises? 
He would undoubtedly feel at liberty to 
change his mind before such payments were doe, and would do so. 
It is impossible to deal with Russia either politically or ecumenic­ 
ally so long as there is nothing responsible In Russia to deal with. 
Uncle Sam was wise in keeping away from Genoa. 
We are 
glad to see an official announcement from Washington that Amer­ 
ica will not be influenced in its dealings with Russia 'by the action 
of the Genoa conference, nor by any action by any European gov­ 
ernment.
